^ITHIN  the  Limits  of  this  Year,  there  will  be  only 


V  V  two  Eclipfes,  and  they  both  ef  the  Sun;  none  of 
the  Moon  can  happen  this,  \rear,  for  the  following  Rea- 
fon,  in  the  Words  of  the  great  Kepler,  Novilunia  duo  cen- 
tralibus  propinqua  ;  Ergo,  Circumftartfia  Plenilonia  illiba- 
ta  Eclipfis  Luna;  toto  Anno  rullo  ;  for  which  Reafon  alfo, 
mch  Solar  Eclipfes  are  feldom  vifible  wxih  as  herex  in 
England,  although  the  Sun  lhouidbe  above  the  Horizon, 
and  fhone  ever  fo  bright. 

The  firft  of  thefe  Eclipfes'  will  be  on  Wednrfday^  the  4th 
day  of  Aprils  at  37  min.  pail  One  o'Clock  in  the  Morn, 
ingj  confequently,  mqil  be  invifihle  to  us  on  that  Account 
only  ;  but  in  the  great  South  Pacific  Ocean,  where  ic  is 
viiible,  it  will  be  a  very  great  Eclipfe,  central  and  annu- 
lar,, the  Sun's  Diameter  being  32'  o",  and  the  Moon's  not 
more  than  31'  28"  of  a  degree.  In  154  deg.  41  min.  of 
Eaft  Longitude  from  London,  and  under  1 1  deg.  20  min. 
of -North  Latitude,  the  Sun  will  be  centrally  Eclipfed 
precifely  at  Noon  Day,  when  a  fmall  bright  Circle  of 
Light  will  appear  round  the  Moon's  dark  Body,  on 
every  Side,  which  is  at  41  min.  pad  our  i  o'Clock  in  the 
Morning;  therefore,  I  find  that  this  Eclipfe  will  be  vifible 
(more  or  lefs  in  Qnamity  and  Duration)  at  the  Sandwoich 
Jfiands,  the  Friendly  IJlandi,  the  Ne*w  Hebrides,  New  Ca- 
ledonia; the  Northern  Coa ft  cf  New  Holland,  Nenv  Ire- 
la  ad,  Ntfw  Giiw&a,  the  Ladrone  Ifiand:>  and  as  far- North. 


Calculated    from    new    and    improved  Solar 
and  Lunar  Tables, 
Founded  on  the  Newtonian  Syfiem  cf  Gravitation, 
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as  the  Ifland  of  Japan;  and  Weft  ward  to  the  Philippine 
IJlands,  and  I  expeft  as  far  as  the  Ifland  of  Borneo,  and 
the  other  fmall  lflands  thereabout. 

The  Second  of  thefe  Eclipfes  will  be  on  Friday,  the 
28th  Day  of  September,  at  46  min.  paft  4  o?Clock  in  the 
Afternoon;  but  notwithstanding  the  Sun  is  not  then  Set, 
it  will  be  in  viable  to  us,  by  reafon  of  the  Moon's  true 
Latitude  being  South,  and  that  alfo  increafed  by  her  Pa- 
rallax in  Latitude,  will  depress  the  vifible  Place  of  her 
Centre  more  than  is  the  Space  taken  up  by  the  Semi-dia- 
meters of  the  Sun  and  Moon.  This,  like  the  former,  will 
be  a  very  great  Eclipfe  in  the  Southern  Parrs  of  the 
Globe  ;  for  in  that  large  Kingdom  Peru,  in  South  Ame- 
rica, the  Sun  will  be  centrally  Eclipfed  and"  Annular  ; 
and  the  Ring  of  Light  round  the  Mbon*  will  be.  broader 
than  in  the  laft  Eclipfe  ;  as  the  apparent  Diameter  of  the 
Sun  is  1  min.  30  fee.  more  than  that,  of  the  Moon.  This 
Appearance  will  be  precifefy  at  their  12  o'Clock  at  Noon, 
under  6  deg.  7  min.  South  Latitude,  and  72  deg.  19  min, 
of  Weft  Longitude  from  London  ;  and  this  is  at  49  min. 
paft  our  4  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon  ;  confequemly,  this 
Eclipfe  will  be  vifible  in  a  partial  Manner  (more  or  lefs) 
to  the  greateft  Part  of  South  America  f  it  will  alfo  extend 
itfelf  to  the  Ifland  of  Jamaica,  to  the  Ifland  of  Hifpaukla3 
called  by  fome  St.  Domingo,  and  all  the  Reft  of  the  Weft 
India  1  Hands  • 


Other  Appearances  in  the  Heavens. 

An  Eclipfe  is  a  fleeting  Difappearance  of  a  luminous 
Body,  caufed  by  the  Interpofition  of  fome  opake  or  dark 
Body  ;  and  as  the  Planets  are  fufpended  one  above  ano, 
ther  in  unequal  and  concentric  Oibits,  which  cut  each 
other  in  oppofue  Points,  they  alfo  may  at  certain  Times, 
two  or  more  of  them,  meet  in  the  fame  vjfual  Ray,  where- 
by the  inferior  Star  or  Planet  will,  by  Denfity,  deprive  us 
for  a  whiie  of  the  Sight  of  the  Superior.  Hence  it  is 
evident,  that  befides  the  Eclipfes  of  the  Luminaries  pro- 
perly fo  called,  the  other  Planets,  and  alfo  the  fixed  Stars, 
are  fubjedl  to  Ecbpfes.  The  moil  remarkable  that  will 
be  vifibie  to  us,  of  this  Sort,  in  the  prefent  Year,  as 
2  eclirfed 
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eclipfed  by  the  Moon)  are  the  following.  7  he  firft  then 
of  thefe  Eclipfs^  or  rather  Gccultations,  which  I  fhaJl 
notice,  is  of  the  Planet  Jupiter,  on  Thurfday,  Feb,  8th, 
in  the  Evening.  The  Moon  will  be  feen  approaching  this 
fine  Star  for  fome  Time,  before  the  I  mm  or  Hon  takes 
Place,  when  the  Eaftern  dark  Edge  of  the  Moon  will  take 
Jupiter  at  4  min.  pad  8  o'Clock,  as  at.  I,  in  the  annexed 
Type;  and  Jupiter  will  again  emerge  from  behind  the 

bright  Edge  of  the  Moon, 
as  at  E,  at  40  min.  paft  8, 
as  in  the  Type  ;  after  be- 
ing hid  36  minutes.  This 
will  make  a  beautiful  A  p. 
pearance  through  a  good. 
Achromatic  Telefcope, 
(mould  the  Air  be  clear) 1 
as  all  Jupiter's  Satellites 
will  be  vifible,  two  of 
thfm  to  the  Left,  and  the 
•ther  two  to  the  Right  Hand  of  Jupiter;  but  they  will 
appear  in  an  oblique  Diretiicn  from  the  Spectator. 

Note. — The  Planet  Jupiier  is  a  large  ftupendcus  Globe, 
of  Ninety-four  Thoufand  Miles  in  l>i  a  meter,  and  is  an- 
doubtedly  an  Habitable  World,  or  elfe,  to  what  Purpofe 
are  his  fever  al  Seafons,  his  four  Moons,  but  for  the  Ufe 
of  his  Inhabitants,  his  Nights  and  Days,  his  Winters  and 
Summers,  his  New  and  Full  Moons  ?  All  which  by 
our  Tekfcopes,  we  fee  and  know  he  hath;  but  our  little 
Earth  is  not  quite  Eight  Thoufand  Miles  in  Diameter  ; 
a  Globe  certainly  very  fmail,  when  compared  to  that. 
«f  J'upiter*. 

.The  next  Occultation  worthy  of  Notice,  is  a  vifible 

Tranfit  of  the  Mny,i  over 
a  fixed  Star  of  the  fir  ft 
Magnitude,  called  Aide*, 
haran,  and  happens  on 
Tuefdayy  the  iSfhof  «SV/- 
temhtry  at  Night.  The 
bright  Edge  of  the  Moon 
fvrft  takes  the  Star,  and 
the  Ifnmerfion  takes  Place 
at  4~niin,  paft  ioo'Clock^ . 
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is  at  I,  in  the  annexed  Type  thereof.  This  Star  will  be 
obfcured  from  Sight  for  55  minutes,  and  then  comes  out 
from  behind  the  dark  Edge  of  the  Moon,  at  59  min.  pad 
10,  as  at  E,  in  the  Type. 

On  Friday,  December  the  21  ft,  in  the  Morning,  foori 
after  the  Moon  rifes,  (he  eclipfes  the  Planet  Mars;  they 
will  rife  together,  about  2 
min.  pad  2  o* Clock,  and  Mars 
will  immerge  behind  the  bright 
Fdge  of  the  Moon,  near  her 
upper  Horn,  at  6  para,  pad  2  ; 
as  the  annexed  Type  fheweth 
at  I;  and  Mars  will  appear 
again  from  behind  the  Moon's 
dark  Edge,  as  at  E,.  36  min. 
p:»ft  2  o'Clock  •  after  being 
hid  30  min, 

JVW^. — The  Times  of  thefe  Occupations  are  calculated 
and  adapted  to  the  Latitude  and  Meridian  of  Londo?i,  as  are 
alio  the  Delineations  of  them  ;  and  at  fmall  Diitances  from 
ton 'don >  as  at  Cambridge  and  Oxford,  there  will  not  be  much 
Difference. 

J  wifti  it  fair,  that  Artifts  may  defciy 
Thefe  various  Stars  eclipfed,  to  verify, 
Their  Calculations ;  if  it  chance  to  rain,. 
Or  if 'tis  Cloudy,  then  we  watch  in  vain, 
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Relating  to  the  Year  1808;  with  Remarks  on  the 
Barometer,  or  Weather  Glafs. 

THE  diftinguiming  Feature  of  the  Year  1808,  is  for  a 
remarkably  hot  and  dry  July ;  a  Month  in  which  we- 
generally  expect  warm  Weather  ;  but  in  this  Year,  the  Heat 
was  rather  uncommon  for  this  Climate,  even  fo,  that  on 
Wednesday r  the  13th,  (which  may  very  well  be  called  the 
Hot  Wednefday)  it  was  fo  exceffively  hot,  that*  divers 
Perfons  died,  or  were  in  great  Danger  of  Death  ;  and 
feveral  Horfes  on  the  Road  dropped  down  ard  died  the 
kme  Day ;  and  for  feverad  Days  then  about,  it  was  as 

hot 
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hot  as  in  the  If] and  of  Jamaica  in  the  Weft  Indies,  which 
is  not  common  in  this  Country,  especially  for  fo  many 
Days  together.  In  this  Year  alfo,  we  had  a  very  backward 
Spring;  the  Month  of  January  was  very  cold  and  frofty, 
throughout  ;  and  February  much  the  fame,  with  a  very 
deep  Snow  on  the  12th,  which  lay  for  fome  Time;  the 
Barometer  was  remarkably  high  on  the  25th  Day.  March 
in  general  was  very  cold,  yet  dry,  and  proved  a  good 
Seed-time  ;  the  Wind  was  mcftly  Eart  and  North  Eaft, 
the  Barometer  (landing  very  high.  In  April,  the  Baro- 
nieter  kept  pretty  high  and  fteady,  but  with  a  warmer 
Atmofphere,  yet  there  was  a  fharp  Froft  on  the  ill,  2d, 
and  20th  Days.  The  Month  of  May  was  very  fine,  the 
Barometer  generally  pretty  high.  Thunder  on  the. 7th, 
1 8th,  and  2 2d  Days*  The  Month  of  June  alfo  proved 
fine;  much  Rain  on  the  9th  and  23d.  On  the  15th  of 
July,  a  great  Temper!,  with  Thunder  and  Lightening,  in 
GlGUCefierjloire,  Dorfetjhire,  Somerfetjhire,  and  Wilt/hire  ; 
the  Thermometer  with  me,  in  the  Shade  within  Doors, 
was  on  the  12th  at  Noon,  at  81  dcg.  the  13th  at  88  deg. 
and  on  the  14th  at  87  degrees,  according  to  Fahrenheit's 
Scale  :  fo  great  a  Heat  has  not,  I  believe,  been  felt  in  this 
Country  fmce  the  Year  1779.  The  Month  @f  Auguft  was 
in  general  line  for  the  Harveft,  yet  the  great  Heat  of  July, 
with  the  Rain  that  followed  on  the  28th,  Sec.  of  that 
Month,  brought  on  a  Mildew,  fo  that  the  Wheat  Crop?, 
proved  not  fo  good  in  Quality  as  the  Harveft  before. 
The  Barometer  flood  pretty  high  moft  of  the  Month. 
In  September  and  October  much  Rain  fell,  fo  that  thefe 
two  Months  had  as  much  Rain  as  the  five  preceding 
Months  taken  together.  November  was  more  dry,  and 
in  December  there  was  not  much  Rain;  but  on  the  21ft 
much  Snow  fell,  which  made  the  Roads  impafTable  for 
fome  Days.  *The  coldeft  Day  in  1808  was  the  2  2d  of  Ja- 
nuary, and  the  hotteft  was  July  the  13th.  as  I  have  before 
noticed.  My  Barometers  are  made  portable,  and  can 
be  fent  very  fafely  to  any  Part  of  the  Kingdom.

vaft.  Portion  of  Pp] if  real  Strength  ;  yet  $n  the  other  Hand, 
he  cannot  but  be  delighted  in  the  Amelioration  of  the 
Condition  of  thofe  People  who  have  long  .groaned  under 
a  Yoke  the  molt  cruel  and  fuperfthious  that  ever  was 
impofed  upon  Man  ;  but  when  the  Light  of  Science  mall 
blefs  the  Spanijh  and  other  Nations,  the  Light  of  Refor- 
mation may  be  expecfed  foon  to  follow.

Thefe  Configurations  will  princi- 
pally influence  this  Quarter;  yet  they  may  extend  for 
iome  fadhths  after;  and  this  1  would  have  wty  Readers 
always  to  bear  in  Mind;  and  that  is,  when  I  treat  of 
the  different  Quarters  of  the  Year,  as  well  as  the  difFer- 
ent  Months,  I  by  no  Means  mean  to  confine  what  1  fay 
folely  to  that  Quarter  or  that  Month,  for  Planetary  In- 
fluences may  act,  and  often  do  ad,  at  a  Distance  from 
that  Time,  and  the  Events  figniiied  thereby  may  fall  out 
fooner  or  later.  But  to  return,  I  therefore  fay,  thefe  Po- 
rtions of  the  Planets  (with  other  l  ivings  taken  into  Con- 
fideration)  fkew  much  Strife  and  Debates,  with  j.  erverfe

and  mifchievous  Proceedings,  amongft  Kings,  Prince*, 
Dukes,  Lords,  and  Senators,  about  Rights,  Privileges, 
War,  Peace,  Sec.  as  has  been  cuilomary  for  feveral  Years 
bick;  and  therefore,  after  a  Year  of  much  Fighting  and 
Blood fhedj  between  the  contending  Powers  of  the  Earth, 
tHe  Political  Affairs  of  the  World  ftand  as  much  as  ever 
unfettted,  and  in  as  much  uncertain  Pofture.  That  Re- 
volutionizing Spirit,  that  has  been  working  in  molt  Coun- 
tries, is  ftiil  active.  Germany  y  Spain,  and  Portugal. 
other  Parts  of  Ewcpe}  which  1  could  name,  feel  Tumults 
and  Warlike  Noifes,  with  a  great  falling  a wav  of  the 
People,  with  Treachery  and  Deceit.  A  certain  Rmperor 
will  throw  down  and  root  out  the  Roman  Antichrift  wiih  all 
her  Members — for  War,  horrid  War!  is  ftili  the  Language 
of  the  Celeftial  Premonitors.  I  fee  in  the  Eaft,  the  Turk- 
ijh  Empire  evidently  decaying;  the  Luxury  of  their  Sul- 
tans occafions  their  being  often  depofed  ;  their  Di virions 
by  many  Seels,  and  the  factious  DifpoMtions  of  their  ja- 
nifaries,  do  evidently  weaken  their  once  mighty  Power, 
as  well  as  their  frequent  Defeats  which  they  have  re- 
ceived in  our  Age;  which  will  not  ceafe  until  the  whole 
Tnrki/b  Empire  is  divided  and  nearly  dcilrcyed.  The- 
Sceptre  and  Diadem  will,  I  fear,  -be  laid  down,  or  taken 
away  from  the  Houfe  of  Aufiria;  that  illuftrious  Houfe 
feems  to  be  decaying;  yet  after  fome  {harp  Fighting,  a 
Negotiation  rakes  place.  Bohemia  will  alfo  feel  great 
Tumujts.  In  the  North,  the  Swedes  have  had  an  amazing 
Revolution,  and  are  Hill  projecting  another;  the  Rnjjtavs 
are  in  Diitrefs,  and  almoft  ruined,  by  French  Councils; 
there  has  been,  or  will  be,  great  Anions  to  do  there.  The 
poor  .Danes  alfo  are  in  a  relliefs "Situation.;  and  indeed,  the 
whole  of  Europe  will  experience  Broils  and  Devaftations ; 
and,  I  am  forry  to  fay,  England  is  not  free  from  Trouble,* 
and  i he  Fate  of  w.ar«.

Of  the  Vernal,  or  Spring  Quarter. 

The  Sun  was,  with  Propriety,  called  by  the  Ancients 
the  Heart  of  Heaven  ;  for  as  the  Adion  of  the  corporeal 
Heart  gives  Life  and  Motion  to  all  the  innumerable  Rami- 
fications of  the  Human  Frame,  fo  does  the  Sun's  vivifying 
Power  operate  through  all  the  Mundane  S)  ilem.  When 
the  Heart  ceafes  to  palpitate,  Animal  Life  is  at  an  End; 
and,  if  the  Sun  mould  ceafe  to  dirlu/e  his  Light  and 
Heat,  Darknefs  and  Confufion  would  be  the  Confe- 
quence.  To  this  glorious  Luminary,  the  exhau(tlef3 
Fountain  of  univerfal  Light  and  Life,  we  chiefly  owe 
the  Variation  of  the  Seafons.  He  now  begins  to  difplay 
his  genial  Influence;  for,  the  21ft  of  March>  at  12  min. 
pari  6  in  the  Morning,  he  enters  the  Equinoxial .  Sign 
Aries;  at  that  Time  3  Degrees  of  Vf  will  culminate,  and 
,.8  Degrees  of  Aria  will  afcend  the  Eaftem  Horizon;

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when  the  Face  of  the  Heavens  are  as  r?prefcntcd  in  the 
above  Scheme. 

The  Jabgoet  ?jad  *^et  gj;  and  Cardi- 
nal Signs  poffefs  the  Four  Angles  of  the  Figtire,  with  a 
Conjunction  of  Jupiter  atid  Mnrs  in  the  Afeendant,  in 
AtitSj  the  reputed  Afcer.dant  of  the  Engljh  Nation. 
This  is  a  very  untoward  Pofition,  when  we  tonfider  the 
Oppofition  of  and  M/rrst  fo  foon  to  follow;  Man 

being  alfo  in  a  human  Sign:  the  Moon  alfo  being  in 
an  Oppofkicn  of  the  Stmuom  Equinoctial  Signs.  Hence, 
we  muft  not  flatter  qurfelves,  that  this  will  be  a  1  ime  of 
CefTaticn  from  Troubles;  fome  farther  Undertakings  will 
he  firft  attempted,  and  many  Alterations  in  States  and  King- 
doms remain  yet  to  be  brought  about,  before  that  defir- 
able  Time  comes.  The  God  of  War  ftill  hrandiftiing 
his  Sword  in  Earner!  :  Here  Wranglings,  Strife,  and 
Contention  ;  there  Robberies,  Murders,  and  outrageous 
Proceedings  ;  in  this  Place,  Rebellions,  Maffacres,  and 
'Devaluations ;  nor  can  we,  who  have  always  been  ac- 
counted fubjecl  to  Arks,  expect,  to  come  off  Scot  -free ; 
and  (hobid  we  take  in  thofe  Countries  fubjeft  to  Quadra- 
tic Signs,  according  to  the  ufual  Method,  we  mail,  by 
fo  doing,  extend  our  Threats  into  various  Countries  out 
of  Europe,  and  perhaps  in  fo  doing,  not  far  exceed  our 
Bounds  :  But  amidft  all  thefe  Threats,  I  am  bold  to  fay, 
the  Fleets  of  England  will  not  this  Year  be  conquered 
at  Sea  ;  for  they  will  ride  Triumphant  to  all  Parts  of  the 
Globe;  but  yet,  for  all  this,  let  us  not  at  all  Times  be 
too  confident,  for  the  Battle  is  not  always  to  the  Strong, 
nor  the  Race  to  the  Swift — yet,  I  Itill  fay,  England 
has  nothing  to  fear  from  her  implacable  Enemies  the 
French,  if  (he  is  but  jufi:  and  true  to  herfelf,  and  that 
in  every  Senfe  of  the  Word.  But  on  the  other  Hand, 
the  French  Emperor  Nafolecn  Buonaparte,  though 
he  has  been  preffeel  hard  on  every  Side,  and  involved 
by  the  warlike  furrounding  Powers  into  many  Difficul- 
ties, fi  ill  feems  determined  to  brave  all  his  Opponents! 
The  French  will  in  the  general  fucceed,  either  by  Fights 
ing  or  Negotiating,  or  both,  upon  the  Continent  of  Eu- 
rope, until  their  great  Head  drops  into  the  Grave,  which 
according  to  his  Nativity,  I  rather  expeel:  may  be  by  a 
violent  death  ;  however,  he  will  not  live  to  be  very  aged.

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Several  States  ard  petty  Princes  in  Germany  are  ft i II  in- 
volved in  Difficulties,  Broils,  and  Uneaiineis,  to  are  they 
in  Italy,  in  Spain,  Portugal,  and  Holland;  and  a  Jealoufy 
fufcfifts  between  Kyjfia  and  the  Hcufe  of  Auftria ;  alio  the 
Turh/b  Empire  is  fur  rounded  with  Warlike  and  orher 
Troubles.  Our  Wtft  Mia  Iflands  are  very  well  off,  fo 
is  America ;  if  their  Country  fhould  be  fhook  to  its  Centre, 
it  will  be  by  their  own  internal  Broils  and  Difcontents. 
Thus  much  for  my  Judgment  upon  the  Vernal  Quarter, 
which  is  meant  to  take  in  the  whole  Year  as  to  generals. 
It  is  alfo  more  than  probable,  that  there  will  be  another 
Offer  for  Peace  this  Year  with  the  Britijb  Government. 

Of  the  Esfival  or  Summer  Quarter. 

This  Quarter  begins  on  Friday,  the  2 2d  of  June,  at  54 
min.  palt  3  in  the  Morning  ;  when  the  firft  Degree  of 
Cancer  afeends,  and  26  Degrees  of  Aquarius  are  on  the 
Medium  Cceli;  the  Moon  is  in  7  Deg.  of  X,  in  the  10th 
Houfe,  applying  to  the  Square  of  Saturn,  and  next  to

I  hope  London,  and  other  Places,  will  be 
preferved  this  Summer  from  the  fatal  Effects  of  the 
Small- Pox,  which  is  like  to  be  very  Rife.  I  earneftly 
recommend  to  the  People  of  England,  the  Vaccine 
Inoculation,  as  the  belt  and  fafeft  Mode  of  prevent- 
ing that  violent  Scourge  of  the  Human  Race,  the  Small. 
Pox ;  for  the  Idea  of  doing  which,  we  are  much  indebted 
to  the  Genius  and  Induilry  of  Dr.  Jenner.  And,  it 
mud  alfo  be  remembered,  that  though  the  Inoculation  of 
the  Cow. Pox  is  a  novel  Practice,  yet  the  Difeafe,  in 
its  natural  State,  has  been  known  for  Time  immemorial, 
and  its  Power  of  preventing  the  Small- Pox  has  long  been 
acknowledged,  efpecially  in  thofe  Did  rifts  where  it  is 
mod  accudomed  to  prevail ;  and  the  Voice  of  the  Peo- 
ple in  thofe  Parts  for  nearly  a  Century,  have  borne  Wit- 
nefs  to  its  affording  a  full  Security  from  the  Small-Pox ; 
and  its  Effects  alfo  have  ever  been  confidered  as  rather 
beneficial  than   injurious  to   the  Human  Ccnftitution,
